Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding amended claim 1, Cloutier (U.S. 5,790,543) teaches a jitter con-ection 

method where a pair of program clock reference (PCR) values representing an 
expected interarrival time and an actual interarrival time of a stream segment are used 
to determine the jitter in a data packet stream. 

Cloutier as well as the other prior art of record do not teach correction of the PCR 
by calculating a distance between a real position of a packet and an estimated position 
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of the packet, where the estimated position is the position that the pacl<et would occupy 
if the downlink had not been compressed in a modulation and compression stage. 

Regarding claims 2-5, these claims are further limiting to claim 1 and are thus 
also allowable over the prior art of record.
